The next regular meeting of the 
board is scheduled for February, 
but the members are subject to 
a called meeting at any time. It 
was not known whether or not the 
hoard would-meet in special scs- 
vion. 
The board member, in describing 
the attitude of the board, declared 
with emphasis that he and his as­ 
sociates desired a handsome struc­ 
ture with ample space and every 
facility for comfort and conveni­ 
ence, a building which might cos; 
aa high as a half a million dollars 
and a building comparable with the 
beat court houses in the entire 
South. The finances of the county, 
however, were such, he insisted, 
th at such a building was out of 
the question. 
In deciding the court house pro­ 
ject, he asserted, the board mem­ 
bers were seeking to act for the 
county, just as they would act for 
themselves

In the opinion of this member, 
the plans drawn by an architect 
employed by the old board, and 
providing for reconstruction of the 
old • building, with additions, w as 
definitely out of the deliberations.

Error Of The Trial 
Judge Cause For 
The Reversal 


ACT IS HELD 
TO BE VALID 


Judge Suggests That 
The Whole Matter 
Be Forgotten 


NASHVILLE, Jan. 15.—(A P )— 
The Tennessee Supreme court up­ 
held 
the 
state’s 
anti-evolution 
statute today in an opinion which 
reversed the verdkt of the lower 
court in the Scopes case. 
The opinion delivered by Chief 
Justice Green, while declaring the 
constitutionality of the anti-evolu­ 
tion law, reversed the lower court’» 
verdict on the ground that a judge 
cannot assess a fine of more than 
$50, that being the duty of the 
jury. 
The 
court’s 
ruling 
suggested 
that the prosecution of John T. 
Scopes, who was convicted in the 
district court at Dayton in July, 
1925, be noll-prossed. 
Associate Justice McKinney in a 
dissenting—opinion,—declared— Mfr 
belief that the act is invalid. 
The whole court agreed that the 
verdict must be reversed because 
only a jury may assess a fine of 
more than $60. 
Chief Justice Green In a state­ 
ment said:

of

holds the act to be constitutional. 
Judge Cook, Judge Chambliss and 
myself. 
Judge McKinney believes 
the act invalid.” 
“Judge Cook and I think the act 
prohibits broadly the teaching in 
the schools of the state that maD 
descended from a lower order of 
animals. 
Judge Chumbliss thinks 
the act only prohibits the teaching 
of the'm aterialistic theory of evo- 
ution which denies the hand of 
od in the creution of man.” 
• “All of us agree that the judg­ 
ment herein must he reversed, 3n 
account of the error of the trial 
judge in attemptini ^ himself to fix 
a fine of $190 upon Scopes. Under 
the constitution of Tennessee a 
fine in excess of $50 can only be 
assessed by a jury.” 
« “All of us agree that nothing is 
to be gained by prolonging the life 
of this bizarre case, on the con­ 
trary we think that the peace and 
dignity of the state will be best 
served by the entry of a noll-pross, 
such a course is suggested to the 
attorney-general.”

OLD OFFENDERS TO GET LIFE T e Am S, 
IF NEW LAW HOLDS GOOD. 


The Baumes law in New York, requiring life 
imprisonment for fourth conviction fdr a felony 
is likely to cause quite a stir in 
legal 
circles 
throughout the nation before its benefits and its 
liabilities, balanced against each other, finally de­ 
termine whether the law is good or bad. 
It does seem that the law is one of the best 
rapid action brakes yet devised for putting a halt 
to crime. 
Discussing this phase, the Anniston 
Star says: 
“pussyfooting with crime Is a poor 
policy in the opinion of most American editors, 
hence general satisfaction has been expressod in 
discussing the decision” upholding vthe legality 
of the measure. 
Laws have been passed in such large doses in 
recent years that observers sometimes are hesi­ 
tant to express approval of any bill, especially 
one providing such an extreme penalty as the 
Baumes act. 
Yet, what has the ordinary, law- 
abiding citizen to fear from its consequences. It 
may well be said that any citizen, at some time 
or the other, may find himself in the position of 
a law transgressor, but certainly there is little 
excuse for fourth offenders. 
The Star quotes a number of newspapers on 
the subject, some of them being: 
“A jatgrning is sounded, however, by the Hart­ 
ford Times, which believes that, ’barring a cer­ 
tain number of organized professional thieves 
every criminal presents a different case. 
Every 
criminal who commits four crimes,’ continues 
that paper, ‘is a different person. 
The person 
who took four drunken rides in other people’s 
motors is not the same sort of fourth offender 
as the burglar whose career is interrupted a fte rs 
his fourth ‘job.’ 
Yet, under the 
Baumes 
law, 
both of them must go to prison for life and no 
judge who sees the essential difference in their 
cases has any discretion in applying the law.' 
The Times is convinced that ‘the result of for­ 
bidding discretion to judges will be an increase 
in the use óf discretion by prosecutors, with the 
obvious outcome that many offenders who ought 
to receive some punishment will escape alto­ 
gether.’
